The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-10 and 20-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Brewer in view of Brackett. 

Brewer shows a wheeled support for supporting an automotive part. The 
support includes a base 14 having rollers, a member 16 extending from the base, and a 
support assembly 30 having first-fourth arms, the arms have threaded ends. 

Brackett teaches that a wheeled support for supporting a vehicle part may have a 
selectively extensible member extending from the base. The extensible member is a 
fluid cylinder and is seen to be rotatable relative to the base. Member 23 may be 
termed a boom. 

The Brewer extending member 16 may obviously be a fluid cylinder in view of the 
disclosure of Brackett. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to do 
this in order to conveniently adjust the vehicle part to a desired height. Statements of 
intended use such as the type of vehicle part to be engaged has no patentable 
significance. In any case, the Brewer engaging structure is seen to be capable of 
engaging and supporting a vehicle brake assembly particularly since the engaging arms 
of are adjustable and would be capable of engaging vehicle parts of a multitude of sizes 
and shapes.
